“Every German,” he said “smiles 
when he learns that on next Mon- 
day prayer meetings will be held in 
America.’ 

While admitting excesses during 
he first days of the German revo- 
lution, he claimed the government | 
had adopted most stringent meas-| 
ures, including the death penalty, 
for further transgressions. 

The many excesses committed 
during the first days of the national | 
revolution, he said, must be attri- 
buted to provocators in brown 
shirts. (The brown shirt is a part 
of the uniform of the Nazi party.) 

“There is not one person in all 
Germany from whom even one fin- | 
ger nail has been chopped off,” the 
minister declared

in Accident. 


One man was killed and two 
others escaped with minor in- 
juries in a level crossing accident 
two and one half miles from the 
city limits on the Cooking Lake

THEN CAME CRASH 

The elder Carlisle was driving 
when the truck approached the first 
crossing east of the East Edmon- 
school. The train and truck 


came together and the motor ve- 


|hicle was tossed into the ditch and 


demolished 

The train slid to a stop and the 
three injured men were taken on 
board, as the trip to the city con- 
tinued. At the Canadian National 
depot a Connelly and McKinley 
ambulance was waiting for the pa- 
tients. 

Emergency wards at the hospital 
were in readiness, the attendants 
having been forewarned by tele- 
phone from the level crossing. Dr. 
N. L. Terwillegar took the three 
victims in charge immediately, but 
all efforts to save the life of the 
younger Carlisle were unavailing. 
He expired a few minutes later, 
victim of internal injuries.

Wise men 
will devote time and thought during he -years of 
renewed activity to bring into being a new social 
order where tie-ups and depressions are not part of 
the cycle of events 


Periodic depressions are part of the sequence of 
profit systems. The same causes which brought 
about the present depression will bring others to 
pass. The denuding of factories of their man-power 
is going on apace. 

Yesterday I stood in front of a show window, A 
large book of fashion plates at my approach came 
into life.
